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Representative Catlin of Cook moved to 
table the Abbott amendment, claiming it 
would be one of the first prerogatives of Chi- 
cago to get a fair senatorial apportionment 
with its propor proportion of representation 
under the inftiative.

_ Brogressive of Champaign, said that Chicago 
must never get more representation than it 
has at present, and that the downstate will 
never permit another senetorial apportion- 
ment.

„ Republicans Hold Caucus,

“If the house will permit me the time I 
will try to show how the issue today is only 
the modern evolution of the issue which al- 
ways has divided modern society, and which 
invariably has been decided in favor of the 
increased popular control of government. 

“The forces opposed to every extension of 

popular government have divided into two 
groups—the greedy, who know their privi- 
leges would be threatened by a larger 
measure of popular power, and those who 
play in every policy the ungrateful, the un- 
selfish, but necessary role of the honest con- 
servative. Sometimes they have candidly 
expressed their opposition to further grant of 
power to the people, and at other times they 
have offered more specious but more plaus- 
ible arguments in favor of relieving the 
people of details of government. 
Like paniiamentary cuttlefish and politi- 
cal squids, they have clouded the real issue 
by Gragging in othere—by raising false 
alarms, by seeking to frighten the people 
with imaginary dangérs. 


Check on Overradicals. 


“In this country you hear men talk as if 
the initiative and referendum were the in- 
struments of revolution. And yet any student 
knows that in Switzerland all extreme and 
radical legislation has been defeated by popu- 
lar referendum, and that there the extreme 
radicals, like the extreme conservatives, 
would abolish the initiative and rechrendum, 
while the liberal and moderate majority cling 
to them as the foundation and the safeguard 
of the constitution of a republic older than 
ours. 

Why are honest men opposed to them? 
We can understand that great interests en- 
joying special privileges should wish so far 
as possible to limit popular authority. But 
if I may say so, the psychologic cause of the 
honest opposition is the fear of all change. 

There are some who say that the changes 
in politics are revolutionary. If they are, we 
passed through a like period of political revo- 
lution during the Jacksonian era, and again 
between 1876 and 1884. If this be revolution, 
it is a revolution in the conscience and the 
consciences of the country. I hope to God 
that it may accomplish the orderly fulfillment 
of that which the people ask; that it may 
come to pass under the law and through the 
law. For I fear that if ft does not so come 
soon it will come otherwise, accompanied by 
riot, by disorder, by the net aa of prop- 
erty, by lose of life.” % 


Says People Demand Reform, 

Representative Karch, advocating passage 
of the resolution, said: 

“I regard an extensive discussion on the 
merits of the resolution before the house as 
a sheer waste of time“ Here we are discus- 
sing the wisdom of a principle which is con- 
cededly axiomatic and immutable. Sov- 
ereignty is not a question of expediency. It 
is a natural and inalienable right. We may 
as well doubt the propriety or the truth of 
the law of gravitation in the science of as- 
tronomy as to stion the expediency of 
popular rule in a ocratic form of govern- 
ment. 

“ The initiative and referendum, as pro- 
posed by this resolution; is not only strong 
in the friends it has behind it, but in the 
enemies that it has against it. It is the 
game old story over. The people on the one 
side and the special interests on the other. 

The Civic federation of Chicago; with its 
subsidiary organizations, is its only oppo- 
nent. Who is there here with intellect so 
blind but that he does not understand and

Representative Gillespie, Democrat, in 
speaking for ution, said: 

“The way 7 * conducted ourselves 
today make some think our time is not go val- 
uable. If you don't know what your conatit- 
uents want, it is up to you to go back and in- 
quire. But you do know. In 1908 and in 1910 
they instructed us to pass this resolution, 
without amendment, without change, and 
without any joker being put in it. 

I stand pat for the resolution as itis. I 
am not here to hold any post-mortem on any- 
thing that the people have done.”

Illinois Association Agrees Pro- 
posal Is Best at Present. 


ONE CHANGE IS PLANNED. 


Protest of Local Commissioners Will 
Bring About Compromise. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., May 13.—[Special.]—Unan- 
iracus approval of Representative Tice’s bill 
for good roads in Illinois was the principal 
accomplishment of the first annual meeting 
of the Illinois Highway Improvement as- 
sociation. 

A hundred farmers and delegates from va- 
rious commercial clubs and automobile clubs 
agreed it was the most practical legislation 
that could be hoped for at this session. 

Reco as to the amount of the 
appropriation under the bill were postponed 
until the measure becomes a law. 


Heed Commissioners’ Protest. 

The origina! bill is to receive an important 
amendment in the form of a concession to 
the protest of the 4,800 highway commission- 
ers, who saw their jobs going glimmering. 
It was feared their protest would be felt to 
such an extent that the whole reform pro- 
gram would be lost. Rather than submit to 
delay the organizations urging 1t decided to 
do something toward meeting the demand of 
the commissioners. 

If the plan of William G, Edens, president 
of the association, and other leaders carries, 
the local control of road building will con- 
tinue in large measure. The number of com- 
missioners may be cut down, but there is a 
wish to increase their salaries that better men 
may be obtained. 


Two Factions Come Together. 

The announcement of the compromise 
brought together two factions. Ome, headed 
by Frank Funk of Bloomington, insisted the 
program was not sufficiently definite and 
wanted specifications as to how much could 
be put into highway construction next year. 
The other, headed by W. E. Hull of Peoria, 
said it was too definite as far as the high- 
way cOmmissioners are concerned. He an- 
mounced flatly he would do his best to have 
Peoria county go ahead with road construc- 
tion without the aid or the commissioners. 
The factions finally agreed, however. A

Senator Lewis Explains Bill. 

As described by Mr. Lewis tonight, the bill 

aims to provide a system for insuring a 
minimum wage in all things which pertain to 
any matter of the national government to 
any corporation, company, or person exercis- 
ing franchises of any nature and protected 
by the federal government under the inter- 
state commerce law. 
It also pertains to all concerns and insti- 
tutions doing interstate commerce business, 
ard every concern of every nature in any 
state existing under any federal law or hav- 
ing ite business conducted in a manner that 
it connects with any concern in other states 
of an interstate character, or involving in 
any wise transportation or public service 
that may connect with or contribute to any 
other concern in any other state, and dis- 
charging any duties or privileges of an inter 
state character. , 


Urges Many Wage Commissioners. 

The bill provides that the president appylnt 
a wage commissioner for each congressional 
district in the United States. The districts 
are apportioned into twelve circuits, and 
provision is made for the calling in of more 
than one commissioner in any emergency or 
important hearing. 

‘Provision is made for evidence to be 
taken of all sides interested,” said the sen- 
ator, “and appeal is provided by any party 
agreeing, but the judgment is to go into 
effect immediately, pending the appeal. 
Penalties are provided for failure to obey 
the judgment, and provisions of the law aw- 
thorize all parties to make their own wage 
scales in excess of the minimum.”

Washington, D. C., May 13.—Senate Re- 
publicans began their first big fight on Presi- 
dent Wilson's nominations tonight when the 
appointment. of W. J. Harris of Georgia, as 
director of the census, succeeding B. Dana 
Durand, was taken up in executive session.

An attentive examination of the promises 
and predictions evoked by Monday's con- 
ference on electrification and smoke abate- 
meut provides hope with very little nourish- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, read Mr. Hyde's article of to- 
day in the “We Will” series. We call 
ourselves a practical people and are proud 
of our efficiency. Yet here is a gigantic 
waste which weighs not merely upon the 
shareholders of railroads but likewise upon 
our shipping aud general business, and, 
last but not least, upon this whole commu- 


nity, whose air is fouled, hose property is 


injured, whose streets are congested, whose 
general welfare is affected in many ways 
thereby. / 
Commissions come and commissions go. 
Investigations and reports follow each 
other into oblivion. And the interminable 
muddle remains. The We Will” Spirit 
has been sadly lacking. Is there leadersbip 
in Chicago today big enough, broad enough, 
strong enough to master this problem? 


THEY WERE WISE AMENDMENTS. 

Amendments which Republican members 
of the house of representatives proposed to 
the initiative and referendum resolution 
were Wisely reasoned. Indifference in the 
case of lawmaking by initiative or by ref- 
ereudum should be a negative vote, just as 
it is in lawmaking by representative bodies. 
The legislator who refuses to vote on a 
measure or who absents himself in effect 
votes no. It should be so in the direct 
process of lawmaking. 

It is made so if the condition res! 
ibn sure Shall receive a majority Pee ee 

cast in the @lection, and not a majority of 

all votes cast for the measure. Even this 
does not require that the measure shall re- 
ceive a majority vote of the citizenship. It 
merely aksuines: that thé citizenship con“ 
sists of the pefsons who vote in the par- 
ticular election and of them any initiated 
or referred att ought to have a majority. 

If advocates of the two can- 
not or will not accept this condition they 


indicate a weakness in their own position. 


If reliance cannot be placed in the willing. 
ness Of the people to tse the new method, 
then the attempt to give it to them is at 
least premature. 

The ‘amendment proposed to increase the 
nuniber of signatures required to obtain 
the submission of an act was wise. A five 
per cent petition for the referendum might 
permit such a use of the process as would 
subject it to the just criticism of its oppo- 
uents. It may be that the fifteen per cent 
petition proposed for the initiative was too 
high, but it is certain the five per cent peti- 
tion provided for the referendum by the 
resolution as passed by the senate and taken 
up by the house was too small. 

——— 
AN IRRESPONSIBLE ADVENTURER. 

Huerta is the chief danger in Mexico to 
the United States. He is a gambler taking 

desperate risks and staking his head on a 
cut of the cards, He is a military adventurer 
who saw an opportunity to kill his superiors 
and take theit places. He knows that if the 
constitutional movement in the north is suc 
cessful against him he will be shot or hanged, 
He nteds money, and if he does not get it 
there will be officers now under him to do 
what he did tc Maedero—hand him over to 
his enemies.

The American government has lndſeated 
that such js its purpose, and that policy is a 
sourte of embarrassment and peril to the 
military adventurer who is looking in all 
directions for help.

Nothing the people could do directly could 
be more foolhardy and irresponsible than 
this. 

But the bill is obviously a piece of excep- 
tionally unscrupulous politics, a display of 
demagogic buncombe intended to deceive 
voters into the belief that its proponents 
are friends of the people.” The house will 

disgrace itself if it permits such tactics to 
be played at its expense, to gay nothing of 
the expense of the state. The friends of 
honest social justice legislation and the 
friends of decent politics should repudiate

votes for candidates. My percentage was 
too low, but if you will note the connection 
in which it was used you will observe that 
the logic of the situation is not changed. 
The conclusion I sought to draw would be 
the same if the percentage were 90 or any- 
thing less than 100. In quoting figures of 
the percentage of votes in Oklahoma you of 
course have in mind that in that state a ma- 
jority of those voting at an election, as dis- 
tinguished from a majority of those voting 
on the question, is required to carry an ini- 
tiative measure or veto a measure under & 
referendum. If this were the proposal in Iili- 
nois, while I should regard it unfavorably, I 
should not consider it vicious, as I do the 
pending measure. 

Would not your instances of wise laws en- 
acted under the initiative and referendum be 
more persuasive if similar laws had not been 
passed in other states under representative 
systems? Direct election of senators, for 
instance, as now provided under the admit- 
tedly difficult and slow process of constitu- 
tional amendment, and employers’ Mability 
laws are in force in many states where the 
initiative is unknown. Your instance of the’ 
afiti-pass bill in Oregon is really a eample of 
the amusing folly of initiative and referen- 
dum, because therein the initiative forbade & 
railroad to give a pass to its own emplhoyés 
but not to the employés of another railroad, 


and was only redeemed by ite lack of an en 


acting clause. so that it never became a Mw. 

Your reasoning that because we ought not 
to take the suffrage from electors, notwith- 
standing mistakes in selection of candidates, 
we should therefore permit them also to pass 
upon legislation, reminds me of the doctor 
who, because he could not deprive his dys- 
peptic patient entirely of food, advised him 
to eat the richest and most indigestible 
articles he could find
